for the District of Columbia Circuit said 
they found "no merit” to claims made by 
Reform Party candidate Perot or dial of 
another third party candidate.

The appellate' court agreed with US 
Distnct Judge Thomas F. Hogan’s find- 
ing on Tuesday that before the court gets 
involved, the Federal Election 
Commission must be given a chance to 
handle the third-party candidates’ dial- .

(AP) - 
Seven-year-old Kristina Jacobson 
huggpd nvo new teddy bears and 
amingcd her candies by color on 
a hospital blanket, apparently 
unfased by seeing police kill her 
kidnapper after a wild 100-miIe 
cor chase. 

The man, killed by o police 
sharpshooter, may have been 
involved in a slaying two days 
earlier, police said Friday. 

The silver gun Lance Sterling 
Alexander pressed against 
Jacobson’s head as he negotiated 
with police matches the descrip- 
tion and caliber of the gun used 
m the lolling, police said Friday. 

Ballistics experts were testing 
the weapon to see if it is the one 
used to kill William Jason 
Mowdy, 23, on Tuesday night in 
Bush Park near downtown Salem. 

A police sharpshooter shot 
Alexander, 25, in the head after 
the man threatened to shoot 
Knsdna inside an overturned car 
on the median of Interstate S in 
southern Oregon. 

After barging into a Salem 
house and abducting Kristina, 
Alexander led police on a chase 
at speeds up to 110 mph while 
mooting at other drivers. The car 
flipped after running over spikes' 
set up by police. 

Kristina escaped with only 

minor injuries. "We still don’t 
know why he targeted that par- 
ticular house," Salem police Lt. 
Roger Vinyard said. 

iUexander also ivas iranted for 
questioning in the molestation of 
a 4-year-oId girl in June. He was a 
casual acquaintance of the girl’s 
family, police said. 

Alexander had a minor crimi- 
nal record and a histoiy of drug 
abuse, police said

Spokane Superior Court 
Judge Tari Eitzen ruled the inci- 
dent had tainted the jury, which 
deliberated for about four hours 
Thursday night before deciding 
to recess. .

They acknowl- 
edged they had discussed the 
incident when they. resumed 
deliberations Friday morning, 
Eitzen said.

Judge’s call: Umps.can’t strike

PHILADELPHIA - A federal 
judge in Philadelphia granted an 
injunction Friday prohibiting 
umpires from striking in the post- 
season - after presiding over a 
hearing that sounded a bit like a 
group^dierapy session. 

Richie Phillips, the lawyer for the 
umpires’ union, told Judge Einund 
Ludwig how stung the umpires 
were by the American League’s fail- 
ure to immediately suspend 
■Baltimore Orioles second baseman 
Roberto Alomar for spitting in 
umpire John Hirschbock's face. 

“There is a hurt, an intense hurt 
.that I have never seen in these 
men,” said Phillips, who addressed 
the judge while acting baseball 
commissioner Bud Selig and the 


presidents of the American and 
National Leagues looked on. ^ 

Phillips aired a variety of 
slights endured by umpires over 
the years, even relating the story 
of an umpire banned for life for 
spitting on Hall of Famer Eddie 
Collins — an event that occurred 
in 1909. 

"To not grant the injunction 
would cause irreparable harm to 
the ball dubs,” Ludwig said. 

“I agree with much of the argii- j 
ments made on behalf of the I 
umpires. I understand very much ! 
why the umpires have reaaed this 
way. As an umpire mysidf, I under- j 
stand their authority and dignity is ■. 
at stake. These umpires are the [ 
best In a way, it is a compliment to ; 
them to issue the restraining 
order."

WASHINGTON — Unemployment edged 
up slightly in September to S.2 percent, 
prompting a surge on Wall Street where 
investors viewed the report ns the clearest sig- 
nal yet that the Federal Reserve will not have 
to raise interest rates, 

The Dow Jones industrial average shot 
toward the G, 000-mark on the nows. Broader 
stock market barometers jumped to record' 
, levels as well, ^vith tlic Standard & Poor’s 500- 
stock list surpassing the 700-mark for tho first 
time. 

The ’Dow rose GO.Ol to finish at S.992.8G, 
having come within 5 points of 6,000 in the 
last hour of trading. The famed blue-chip 
average has now rocketed back by about 800 
points, or more than 15 poreem, from the 
nadir of July’s bruising selloff. 

That tailspin was instigated largely by wor- 
ries that signs pointing to rising production 


costs would force the inflation-waty Federal 
Reserve to raise its key lending rates, slowing 
consumer spending and, perhaps, corporate, 
profits. Some economists predicted the Fed 
would hold rates steady through the rest of 
this year and into 1997. 

The Clinton administration, which ha^ 
made the good economy a centerpiece of ill 
, ro-olection effort, was smiling as well, con- 
tending that the Labor Department report 
depicted the best of all worlds •— steady, sus- 
tainable growth with low inflation. 

Tho 5.2 percent September jobless rate 
marked only a slight uptick from tho seven- 
year low of 5,1 percent set in August. 

“The economy continues to simmer along 
without boiling over,’’ said Labor Secretary 
Robert Reich. “Main Street ought to be 
delighted because the rate of unemployment 
cpnimues to he remarkably low and Wall 
Street should be delighted because the econo- 
my is not overheating.’’

from young to old — what economists 
call iniergenerotional transfers — ha.s 
been well documented by Kotlikoff and 
others. The primary factors there arc 
Social Security and Medicare benefits, 
the value of which have been rising 
faster than the incomes of working 
Americans. 

But in this study, published last montii 
by the Brookings Institution, Kotlikoff 
and his colleagues argue it is not simply 
the amount of national income seniors 
get. but the type of income, wliich partic- 
ularly discourages them from saving as 
mudi as they u.scd to. .' ' ' 

The evidence suggests they tvould not. 
In a world svherc people receive entitle- 
ments that last as long as they live, they 
are more likely to spend down tlicir sav- 
ings knowing they can always fall back 
• on annuities if they live longer tlian aver- 
age and drasv dowiTi their entire savings. 
By contrast, in a world without.annuiiies, 
people are more likely th restrain their 
lifestyles and build up savings out of fear 
that they miglu outlive their savings. 

Of course, Social Security, ^icdicaro 



and private pensions have been around 
for a long time. But whereas these annu- ' 
ities represented 16 percent of income 
received tiic elderly in 1960, they repre- 
sent 40 percent of the income received 
by the elderly today. And it is this sliift, 
according to Gokliale, Kotlikoff and 
■ Sabclhaus, that has led middle- and 
upper-income retirees to put less of their 
resources into the bank and spend rela- 
tively more on retirement homes, vaca- 
tions, restaurant meals and gifis for the 
grandchildren. 

‘in some respects, one could view all 
this as a positive development. One of 
the achievements of government policy 
of the last 30' years has been to lift mil- 
lions of elderly citizens above the pover- 
ly line and ensure they have a measure 
of comfort, security and dignity in their 
old age. 

But Kotlikoff argues imergencrational 
transfer represented by Social Security 
and Medicare "has now gone way 
beyond whai could be rationalized as an 
antipoveny program. What we arc deal- 
ing with novv is tlie expropriation of bil- 


lions of dollars every year from young 
workers to finance the ever-rising con- 
sumption by greedy geezers.” 

There arc, however, sdfncjess harsh 
conclusions possible. 

One is that spending on medical care 
has had the effect of making seniors 
more fit — and thus more able to take a 
vacation or swing a golf club. In this 
view, it is the opportunity, not the incli- 
nation to comsume that has changed. 

Another possibility is that with fewer 
seniors living undcr^the same roofs as 
their children and grandchildren, it’s 
only reasonable to expect them to spend . 
more. 

A third explanation is that it is not the 
low savings rates of today that arc the 
anomaly, but the unusually higli savings 
rates of the 1950s and ‘60s, when many 
seniors had keen memories of the Great ' 
Depression. 

Whatever the case, the debate over the ' 
savings rate is likely to get shrillor as 
Washington turns its attention next year 
to restoring the Social Security system to 
fiscal health. 


interview success to 1st 30 seconds

“The first 30 seconds of a 
job interview are crucial.” 

So says Ollie Stevenson, 
author of “101 Great Answers 
to the Toughest Job Search 
I’roblems" (Career Press, 
SI 1.99). 

I asked Stevenson why those 
first few moments arc so vital. 
The veteran career counselor 
says her observation is based 
on the experiences of "real 
life” people. 

“The interviewer makes an 
immediate overall judgment 
about you within the first five 
seconds, and the next 25 sec- 
onds are spent checking the 
chemistry and verifying the 
initial impression," said 
Stevenson, who lives in Los 
Angeles and has hold human 
resource positions with top 
corporations. 

Shq has .sorne suggestions on. 
how to handle those early 
moments: 

1. Project the image that fits 
the job you’re going after. 

2. Make eye contact, smile 
and trust your gut rcactioas. 


3. Dance their dance. If they 
sit. you .sit. If they Joke, smile. 

4. TJie more research you’ve 
done on the company before 
the interview will help your 
“chemisir)-” with the inter- 
viewer. - 

“If the chemistry’s not there, 
you can forget that job oppor- 
tunity," Stevenson said. 

But if it is, you’ll be one step 
cJo.scr to a job offer. 

Much of the euphoria of get- 
ting a new job can be deflated 
by the wrong “welcome 
aboard” message — particular- 
ly if you’re a working member 
of Generation X. 

Rainmaker Inc., in New 
Haven, Conn., has advice for 
managers on how to greet 
newly hired Generation Xers; 

For instance, don’t crassly 
say: "There’s a long line of 
people who would love to has'c 
this job, so it would be easy to 
replace you.” 

Instead, try: “We iviii value 
your hard work as an individ- 
ual, as \wll as j-our creativity’ 
and innovation.” 

If you ever hear of a manag- 


er actually uttering these 
w-ords to anyone, regardless of 
age. please let me know. 

The President’s Committee 
Job Accommodation Nenvork, 
a toll-free service thni adrises 
employers and workers about 
job accommodations for dis- 
abled workers, receii ed more 
than 80,000 calls for help from 
199410*95. 

I read the nem-ork's report, 
ami one call it had received 
and its .solution seems to typify 
how easy it is to solve employ- 
ment problems — if you want 
to. 

The call was about a produc- 
tion worker who is mentally 
retarded and who has limited 
dexterity and mobility. The 
worker must ix.se tweezers and 
a magnify'ing (d»ss to perform 

the job. 

The problem: Tlie .wDfker 
has difficulty liblding the 
ns-cezers. 

The solution: The network 
suggested buying giant tweez- 
ers. CosttSS. 

It worked.

In a recent restructuring 
effort, a reader reports that a 
colleague was laid off. ’ 
But after being laid off, the 
company decided they really 
needed the manager they^ust 
fired. 

He was told he could come 
back to work if he returned 
the severance pay he had just 
pocketed.

“Or, are tJiey out to hire work- 
ers on the cheap?" 

Maybe both. 

One good response: “I’ll be 
glad to discuss my past 
salaries, but first, w'iiat is the 
salary rangd for this job?" 

Another solution is .simply to 
give a range and say you’ll be 
specific when the job offer is 
made. The. job seeker 
describes salary questions as 
“a sucker punch.” 

Coach’s Tip. Prepare care- . 
fully and thoroughly for the 
mine field of questions about 
salary that may be asked in a 
job inten'icw.
